Meteor Seen 
100 Miles, 
Burns Out 


Washington, 
Oct. 15 
(/I 
1) — 
A 


meteor seen as far as 100 miles 
at sea and reported as a brilliant 
streak of fire in last night's sky 
over at least four states apparent- 
ly burned itself out. 


There were several reports that 


parts of the meteor had struck the 
earth with a 
roar an d blinding 


flash. 


The civil aeronautics administra- 


tion traffic control center said air- 
plane pilots had reported sighting 
the meteor 100 miles at sea. They 
said it was traveling in a westerly 
direction. 


Police in West Virginia, Pennsyl- 


vania and Kentucky 
investigated 


reports of anxious residents who 
saw the ball of fire. 


Trooper L. S. Woodell of 
the 


Buchannon etachment of the West 
Virginia state police said Mr. and 
Mrs. Paige Quertinmont of Buck- 
hannon reported they saw a flash 
in the sky as they drove along the 
highway in the north central part 
of the state. 


They told the trooper a part of 


the meteor had fallen near the foot 
of Gum mountain, about 10 miles 
from Buchannon, 
in 
the 
north 


central part of the state. 


Woodell quoted Quertinmont as 


saying the object was "about 
the 


size of a football" and flashed in 
front of their car about 75 feet in 
the air before striking the side of 
the mountain. 


About 90 miles north, at Greens- 


berg, Pa., residents swamped their 
police and fire departments with 
telephone calls about an explosion 
that made the ground tremble. 


In most cases meteors are vap- 


orized by the fierce heat generated 
as they pass through the earth's 
atmosphere.
